2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record neither discloses nor suggest a combination for the claimed quick dump valve 
that comprises in combination with other recited elements, a body having a central 
longitudinal bore with first and second opposing ends, the first end configured to be 
connected to a supply port and the second end configured to be connected to a BOP 
port, the body further including a transverse bore in fluid communication with the central 
longitudinal bore, a shuttle having first and second ends with a central longitudinal bore 
extending from the first to the second end the central longitudinal bore of the shuttle 
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having a reduced diameter flow restrictor, the shuttle being able to reciprocate in the 
body central bore from a vent position where the shuttle is in sealing contact with the 
supply port to an open position wherein the shuttle is in sealing contact with the BOP 
port, the shuttle further having a plurality of apertures that are configured to fluidly 
communicate with the transverse bore in the body and a ball check valve positioned in 
the longitudinal central bore of the shuttle to prevent fluid flow to the supply port through 
the longitudinal central bore when the valve is in the vent position.
